B. Flight from Austria : 

7) In July 1936, Subject fled to Budapest with an Austrian 
Travel Pass in order to escape the increasing Nazi persecutions of 
Jews. Here, Subject met an engineer ENGELHaRDT (Hungarian Jew.ivhb 
had likewise fled from Vienna). Together, they published: a travel 
atlcs for Hungary. This proved to b e a successful venture and the : 
work continued until Dec. 1939 when Subject was arrested by the Hun- 
garian Police for lack of necessary residence permit. On 1 Feb. 1940 
Su bject was handed over to the German Border Police at Hogyeshalan, 
Hungary (Hungari&n-Austrian border) from where he was transferred * to 
th e Gestapo prison in the Ketropole Hotel on ilorzingplatz which was 
also the Stapo Hqs. Subject was briefly questioned on entry by Krim. 
Rat PREIoS. 

C. Contact with the GIS : 

8) During the summer of 1939, Subject’s mother met a Herr 
PaNZIERER at the Austrian Archives, Vienna. Upon discovering 
that her son was living in Budapest with improper papers, PANZIER2R 
offered to help Subject. PANZIERER thus contacted Subject in Buda- 
pest in Sept. 1939 , and, after identifying himself - as an agnet of 
Ast *.:ien asked Subject if he would offer his services to the Ast. 
Subject was not interested in working for Ast Vienna but simply/ 
\.anted to obtain the necessary papers to remain in Hungary. PANZIE- 
RER then suggested Subject come to Vienna and talk with ling. ; 

cnhiect later discovered to be von WaHL) before making a final 



decision. Sub jet agreed to this as it offered him an opportunity to 
see his mother, '..hile in Vie.sna, Subject met Ing. Y’aGNER once and 
again turned Gown tne proposal for employment. As a result. Subject 
received no assistance in obtaining a Hungarian residence permit 
and \/as therefore arrested in December. 



On Feb. 4 > 1940 , liiHOGKa-HFJD'VITZ had Subject called from 
prison by Ing. V.’aGNER for an interview at his office in Parisergasse 
No. 4 or 6. Here, Subject agreed to work directly for GaROGNA v/ith 
the latter’s assurance t hffi he would do everything possible to save 
Subject’s mother from persecution in return. Subject vus then issued 
a Reichsdeutscher Hcisepass in the name of Richard RLaTT, valid for 
travel anywheres in the Balkans , Subject was proiiibited from enter- 
ing Turkey and was also prohibited from working in Roumania. 

9) Subject Wc.s directed to work for the I Luft Section under 
Lt . Col. Roland_von UaHL. However , von VlAilL v/as to be his Chief only 
ins bfar~'as'"the~ r <ratT33Ig“of reports was concerned. On all matters re- 
quiring executive action, Subject reported directly to itAROGNA. Sub- 
ject explains this v/as done in order that ikiROGNA could offer him 
protection from Gestapo persecution. 



Subject’s first assignment came on 1 Hay 1940 when he was 
sent to Sofia for six weeks to establish contacts and potential a- 
gents for obtaining information concerning Bulgarian airfields, num- 
bers and types of planes, etc. 



10) Contact v.ith Ira LUNGIN: 

On or about I5~ J'tlh'i 194^7* Subject returned to Budapest where 
he met Ira LOiiGIN. (LONGI-N and Subject had been imprisoned in the 
same cell during the latter’s term in Budapest. LONGIN had been ar- 
rested as a politicuKsuspect concerning Pan-Slav activities.) Sub- 
ject approached LONCjIW on the subject of obtaining positive air intel- 
ligence on the Red Air Force for him. Following several meetings, 
in June, between Subject, LONG IN, Lt. Col. SEIDL (I Luft Vienna) and 
AaRQGNa-REDLITZ, LONGIN declared he would have to see his Chief in* 
Rome to obtain approval for working with Ast Vienna. XONGIN travelled 
to Rome during latter part of July and returned with his Chief’s ap- 
proval, (later known to be General TURKUL). 



LONGIN was issued a German Travel Pass in the name, of Jtlja. 
LANG in August. He than began preparing his I. S', network with Hqs. 
atniudapest. Although his immediate superior vvas Subject it o whom he 
channeled all his information, his genuine boss remained TURKUL. 



In October, Subject and LONG IN travelled to Sofia for 14 
days when LONG IN met several Write Russian contacts while Subject ’ 
flew on to Athens for about one veek on a sightseeing tour. (This 
■. Subject’s one and only visit to Greece). 

D. Orrtanizatio n of the LUFT 1.1ELPEK0PF SUEDOST (KLaTT B ureau): 

11) Subject spent most of his time from October 1940 until the 
Spring of 1941 travelling between Sofia, Vienna ancl Budapest esta- 
blishing offices, billets and prospective agents. Luft UK Sofia ac- 




tually began functioning about May 1941* Although Subject was in 
charge, von '..AHL was the nominal Chief of the MR and visited it 
once a month . Has. were located at Boulevard Ferdinand 93 a, Sofia* 

Subject used the W/T facilities of the Sofia Polizeidirektlon. The 
cover-name of the IMK Station was "Schv/ert". This station maintain- 
ed communications with Ast Vienna station "Viera", Istanbul station 
"Islam" (Willy GOETZ 1 s sta.), Istanbul station "Ilona" (belonging 
to the HungQriun Military Attache), LMK station at Varna (in office 
of Harbour Police). W/T operators were STI«m£LEAYER and STURM.

The 
v.’/T operators Franz ’..’ENIGE'R and Ing, BERGLER ran this station v;hich 
maintained contact only with ast Vienna "\7era" and Berlin "Burg".

SCHHEIDER fro.r ankara to Istanbul without letting hit . be known 
that they were acquainted. Exactly 36 hours after 'Che; dismant-- 
ling of the ’’Anker” station, contact was restored with the Hun- 
garian m A station in Istanbul. Subject’s links with this sta- 
tion had the cover name ’’Islam”. 

72) Employment of GOETZ ; 

In the meantime, Dr. ..illy GOETZ, whom Subject had known 
before, had arrived in Sofia from Budapest. GOETZ had been se- 
cretary of the Hunger ian-Gornan Chamber of Commerce in Budapest, 
during which time he had worked also With the Ast Vienna III F 
station there: under LEfLJl and KORDa . - w ; 

Before GOETZ’s arrival in Sofia, KORDa indicated to Subject 
in Budapest that GOETZ had had some political misunder standing 
with the German authorities, that he i/as listed for- arrest ; by 
the German Embassy and was requesting Subject to. do what he - 
. could to help him . Subject offered GOETZ employment in, Istanbul 
for he LtiK .and gave him strict orders to keep out of mischief 
of any sort. GOETZ was enchanted with the idea i, ’.Tas then : briefed 
by Subject on his assignment and U/T codes. 

73) GOETZ was provided with a German Passport and received a 
Turkish visa with no delay due to his legitimate cover! of jour- 
nalist . He left for Istanbul in July. 1943. GOETZ : r eceived se^ / 
vere orders not to frequent German Abwehr people^ members of the 
Legation cr Party members. He was to see Hungarians only. 

74) The way in which GOETZ was to pass on information ;;as as 
follows : GOETZ was to meet , either the radio operator or his as- . 
sistant in the Hungarian Club for meals ; was to pass on ther ac- 
cumulated reports and receive any messages deriving f rory Sttb^ ; 
ject. He was to have no other contact with Hungarians. • GOETZ' 
then travelled to jjikora in order to take over thd;' : '^emainl|t^'!'; . 
T.Mk contacts. He established a direct contact With Prof ifSCHEN- 
SCHIH (being responsible to SkARaHEDDIW who had gone there 

from Budapest) who was his chief source of information • - Subject 
believes SCHEWSCHIW obtained his information largely from German 
and Czech emigrants. 

75) When GOETZ returned to Budapest, Christmas 1943, he told Sub, 
juct that his work woule be easier If he could live in Turkey 

as a Hungarian citizen with a Hungarian passport. He had al- 
ready prepared for this in advance by telling the Turkish autho- 
rities that he possessed dual nationality, Hungarian and German. 
Subject obtained a Hungarian passport for him in Budapest and, 




\.ith his legitimate cover of Hungarian journalist, he returned 
to Turkey i_t the beginning of January 1944* 

76) meanwhile, Subject was anxious to arrange u private V.'/T 
station for LL-K in Turkey, preferably in .uikura. Therefore, in 
nugust 1943, while in Sofia, he contacted BNOMOTO, a Japanese 
journalist who often travelled to Turkey. EUOMOTO told Subject 
that upon his next visit to Berlin, ho would inquire from the 
Japanese' if it culu be possible to have a station set up in 
the Japanese Legation at /uikara.. Upon his return in September, 
he arranged for a certain .hOKI from the Japanese Embassy to 
visit Subject in oraer to discuss this natter. «. certain AOKI 
did cone, (but not the AOKI -..ho was charged with the radio 
question) and informed Subject that aOKI hau arranged for a 
radio station in the Japanese Embassy in collaboration with 
the Chief of the SD and tnat Subject . v.^.s to put himself in con- 
tact '..ith this Chief. Subject renounced the proposal, especial- 
ly since Col. BnTZ was leaving 'Sofia for Istanbul where he 
voula hold the position of ixh and v.ould, therefore, naturally 
support Subject’s work there. The "Islam" station thus remained 
as before. ; 

77) The reports derived from the "Islam" station handled the 

same regions ^.s the former ’hooker" station, except, the SCHEN<- 
SCHIl'l reports were more detailed and included a greater number 
of reports from such places as Syria, Palestine and the/ lliddle 
East. His numerous political reports mere forward©*! directly 
to Count : iiiRUGhi.-Hi-DV, ITZ ♦ :'.d; 

Subject states tlwt only pure military matters were derived 
from other ouces. GQjjSrZ mentioned that he had contact with a 
Turkish Abwehr officer, from whom he received the ' Turkish in- . 
telligence information, including precise information on the 
emergency lanaing of Anglo-American planes . The SaU&JIEDDIN 
reports v. ere not very worthwhile excepting for a few on -Irak 
ana Iran which wore uerivod from the Irdkiah Embassy courier . , , 
Towards Hie end, GOETZ established d contact \ which communicated ’ 
the exact port of - embarcatibnmarid dest ination of. American coil- 
voys . Sub j oct states GOETZ never mentioned the . source of this-; d 
information. 

73) The courier service to the later Budapest* Hqs. r.ws handle.dd 
by the Hungarian Embassy courier as ‘long as the Germans "rehd'ih-; 
ad in Bulgaria whereas after.. ards, this service was uiscohti-b 
nueu abruptly. 

In October 1944, the "Islam" station became inactive (vhen 
the Hung-rian Embassy came over to the ;diies f ollotdng ; SZklAS^ 
SY’s seizure of the government. GOETZ remained in Istanpul;¥hildd 
received money from Subject via Switzerland'; this had beeri' ; ar- 
ranged on one occasion by Subject through the Hungarian :4bt'ehr : ; 
ana another time money was sent via BEISTTa froa -Bucldpest-ft©^-.- 
stmnbul. Subject brought GOETZ’S wife, Ihilde NEMETH, frorwBu- 
uapest, to Csorna on her request when the retreat began. GOETZ 
had come ever to the Allies in October 1944 '
